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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicants argue that Chelba et al. 
(Exploiting Syntactic Structure for Lnaguage Modeling) do not teach or suggest all of the claimed elements of the claims and that Kuhn 
(Speech Recognitoin and the Frequency of Recently Used Words) does not rectify the problem. The examiner respectfully disagrees and 
argues that the fact that Chelba et al. teach predicting a word based on the word sequence, the word sequence preceding the predicted 
word. It is further argued that different word sequences would predict different words. The word sequences include an analysis tree 
expanding the word history of the sequences of the words used to predict the to be predicted word. These word .sequences define the 
sentence structure and each word of the word sequence preceeding the target word would have a modification relationship with the target 
word. Different words within the word sequence would lead to a different word to be predicted since different words would belong to a 
different analysis tree. 
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
